GORRAHEI STORMED 

BY NATIVE TROOPS 

ROME. Nov. S </P).— Got- 
rahei, “gateway" to Harrar and 
interior of Ethiopia from Ital¬ 
ian Somaliland, was stormed 
and taken today by native 
troope of Italy’* Southern 
army. ' 

The fortified post for weeks 
has been a coveted Italian ob¬ 
jective. It commands caravan 
trail* of Southeastern Ethiopia 
and dominates the water sup¬ 
ply of the region. 

Its capture wsa Italy's second; 
major triumph of the day The’ 
Northern army occupied Makale 
without the firing of a shot, an of¬ 
ficial communique disclosed. 

CAPTURE CONFIRMED 

Native troops, led by Colonel Ma- 
zrttl. stormed Oorrahel. said a dis¬ 
patch to the Associated Press from 
Asmara and an official announce¬ 
ment here confirmed Ita capture. 
The official bulletin gave no de¬ 
tails. merely Mating “Our troops 
have occupied Oorrahel. an impor¬ 
tant and strategic centre.’’ 

The Asmara advices said the seiz¬ 
ure thrust Ethiopian defences fifty 
miles back Into the Southern Ethi¬ 
opian wilderness. The enemy will 
have to march fifty miles west and 
north before they can find an ade¬ 
quate water supply, said the dis¬ 
patches.

Twenty-nine 
men. these sources said, had been 
awom to kill Caffery. who was to 
be the first to go. 

The plot was set for November 1.

national loan to China for purposes 
of currency stabilization were de¬ 
nounced aa "a menace to the peace 
of the Par East." by a highly-placed 
officer of the Japanese army, in an 
interview today with Havas.

Pincos said he refused to go 
through with any further burntng 
and could not raise the necessary 
money to pay off an amount then 
claimed by Pappas Pappas, he said, 
tried to sell the place and ‘ throw 
me out on the street.” 

Plncos told to the court that, in 
desperation, he had decided to take 
his own life. He said he maae a 
last appeal to Pappas the night of 
the killing, and when his former 
partner refused to talk to him at 
the cafe he got into an auto and 
went home with him. 

In front of the home on Montreal 
Street the prisoner ssld he made 
an appeal for consideration and 
asked not be turned out of his place 
In Esquimau, where he operated a 
hot-dog stand. Pappas, he said, re¬ 
fused and said he had to have 
money and had found a buyer for 
the place. 

Plncos told the Jury he shook 
hands with Pappas as they were 
about to part and then told Pappas 
he was going to shoot himself. 

LOST SELF-CONTROL 

When Pappas replied. “The quick¬ 
er the better.” Plncos said he lost 
control of himself and shot his com¬ 
panion as he turned to go Into the 
house. 

“I do not know how many shots 
I fired.” the accused said in reply 
to a question by his counsel. H. W 
Davey. 

“I had no Idea of shooting Pap¬ 
pas when I went out there 1 took 
the gun with the sole Idea of shoot¬ 
ing myself.* said Plncos. 

After firing the shots. Plncos con¬ 
tinued. he ran away. He said he 
fell down enoe and lost the ammu¬ 
nition and the run. 

The accused said that he went 
towards the city and to Esquimau 
and Into the woods, laid down and 
fen asleep When he wakened he 
went to the Esquimau police sta¬ 
tion and waited for it to open, he 
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which had not been pressed, but 
which left the accused in the posi¬ 
tion where he was not able to hold 
property in his own right.

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PATERNAL LEGISLATION 


One unmistakable feature of the radical 
American experiment known as the New Deal lx 
the strenuous effort of the Oovemment to dom¬ 
inate the economic life of that country, and It lx 
highly Instructive to consider attentively the 
character and quality of the officials who were 
appointed to that end. 

Our American neighbors appear to have gone 
through an experience not unlike our own In one 
important respect at least. For several years they 
have been listening to the strident voices of self- 
appointed social and political counsellors of a 
radical type. The American radical social re¬ 
formers and uplifters followed pretty much the 
same strategy and tactics as those on this side of 
the boundary. They denounced in unmeasured 
terms the shortcomings of industry, of commerce 
and of banking arrangements generally, but they 
failed to utter a single word of warning about the 
weakness, the inexperience, the Incompetence of 
the “economy planners" themselves, the fatal lack 
of Industrial and financial intelligence in the very 
men to whom they proposed to entrust the tre¬ 
mendous task of reforming all these things 

If there had been In existence in the United 
States a permanent, highly trained and compe¬ 
tent clvtl service on the English model, the New 
Deal might have achieved some measure of suc¬ 
cess. With a huge statt of tens of thousands of 
politically selected administrators in subordinate 
positions. It never really had the ghost of a chance 
to accomplish any results of a permanently bene¬ 
ficial character. The sufferings of the people of 
the United States under the New Deal have been 
brought about by the ineptitude of what has been 
described as "a horde of low-voltage busy bodies, 
most of them the progeny of the spoils system." 
Such, at any rate, Is the opinion of the former 
Professor of History and Oovemment of Harvard 
Untrersity, now an official at the California 
Institute of Technology, expressed in an essay 
printed in the current Atlantic Monthly. 

If the learned professor is right, this meddle¬ 
some Interference with business in the United 
8tates by the activities of boards, commissions 
and other official agencies of the Oovemment is. 
and has been for the past two and a half years, 
an Intolerable nuisance, and has, In fact, hin¬ 
dered and delayed normal recovery- The situa¬ 
tion has especial Interest for us in this country 
for the reason that there has been a good dewl, 
and in the opinion of many, far too much govern¬ 
mental interference with the ordinary operations 
of business. In some of the later radio addressee 
of Mr. Bennett there was a hint that new measures 
were in contemplation which might Increase 
rather than diminish the bureaucratic activities 
of the Oovemment. While Mr. Bennett’s spirited 
defence and splendid Justification of his policy 
and administration throughout his term of office 
brought much support to him during the election 
campaign, it is likely that many, who ordinarily 
and normally vote on the Conservative side, were 
disturbed by the prospect of new and possibly 
more drastic rules and regulations for business, 
to be Interpreted and applied by governmental 
officials. 

The election was certainly an emphatic rejec¬ 
tion of the programme of Socialism with 1U 
grandiose scheme of a "planned economy." It 
was an equally emphatic rejection of the proposals 
of a meddling and paternalistic "reconstruction" 
party It was an intimation that the Conservative 
forces of the country are resolutely opposed to 
any further concesalons to the demands of radical 
social reformers. 

Pew Canadian Prime Ministers have been more 
fortunate than Mr. King. The political prospect 
which greets him upon entering office is a fair 
prospect at the moment. He has a formidable 
majority behind him. He stands to profit greatly 
by the operation of the Ottawa Agreements which 
were the work of Mr. Bennett. The beneficial 
effects of those agreements are becoming clearer 
every day. There are alio some signs that the 
rigors of economic nationalism in foreign nations 
are relaxing and the good fortune, which Mr 
Bennett deserved but which fate and circum¬ 
stance denied to him, may smile upon Mr King. 
Chiefly, however, in domestic affairs. Mr King is 
fortunate in entering office at a time when radi¬ 
cal agitation has reached Its limit and is now, to 
all appearances, due for a steady decline. 


A CHAMPION OF.ITALY 


Mr Oeorge Bernard Shaw has appeared as the 
champion of Italy in the present African War.

Mr. Shaw points out that Italy U making roads 
through Ethiopia with the avowed intention of 
colonising it, and "the DanakeU are doing their 
utmost to stop the process by killing the road- 
makers and their guards. Mr. Shaw u on the 
side of the engineers. He winds up a diatribe on 
the subject in the following characterUtlc lan¬ 
guage: "I do not want the Italians to fire on us. 
Old as I am. I am not so pitiably Imbecile as to 
believe that the modern habit of calling torpedoes, 
mines, blockades, sieges, battles and bombs sanc¬ 
tions’ alters their nature so completely that a vote 
for sanctions U a vote for peace. Things have 
now been brought to a pass at which a vote for 
sanctions U a vote for a combined attack on Italy 
by Prance and England. It would be far more 
sensible and humane to drop the Geneva CdUncll 


down the crater of Vesuvius. I trust there U com¬ 
mon sense enough left in England to quash the 
first alternative and render the second unneces¬ 
sary.” 

Mr Shaw, as is hU wont, takes a contrary view 
of things. He regards those who will not share 
hix admiration of Signor Mussolini as tainted with 
hypocrUy and lunatic cunning. He wants what 
he thinks U the cause of civilisation advanced by 
a disregard of those elementary human rights for 
which civilization should stand. Hia criticism 
cannot be taken seriously. It is not by one com¬ 
mentator on his remarks, who write*: 

Poor Mussolini, by such cares perplexed. 

Banned by the League, with all Its sanctions vexed, 
Must now endure the last, the heaviest straw, 

The patronage of Mr. Bernard Shaw. 


CAMPAIGN AGAINST NOISE 


The British Oovemment is conducting a cam 
palgn against noise, not against the customary 
sounds of civilisation, but needless, useless and 
provocative noises. A Department Committee of 
the Ministry of Transport has been at work 
making an investigation into noises, and It has 
now prepared certain recommendations. One of 
these is that "no new motor car, cycle or lorry 
shall be allowed to make more than 90 phons of 
noise when running at 30 m.pJ). on full throttle, 
or more than 95 phons when, with the vehicle 
stationary, the engine is running at full speed " 
The phon is the unit used for measuring noise. 
The scale starts with the "threshold of audibility" 
as zero. Here are measures of sound:

If there is ooe news¬ 
paper man in thk country satisfied 
with hia condition in life, we have 
yet to meet him—he aaya it k 
what he calk "the demnltion grind' 1 
that irks him; that there is a per¬ 
petual urge to run away from hk 
Job and discover that as yet undto 
covered place, a sanctua r y exempt 
from the trials and tribulations of 
scribal life. 

• * • 

But we suspect all that stuff Is 
what the Juniors in the newspaper 
business call "aide.'’ a 'kind of pro¬ 
fessional vanity; that even the vet¬ 
erans in the trade believe In their 
hearts that their profession k the 
most attractive of all callings, and 
would not run away from it if they 
were assured of more remunerative 
Jobs, with the added assurance of 
pensions on retirement. 

e e • 

Lest the above should be con¬ 
sidered magnification of the offices 
of Journalists, consider the remark¬ 
able case of Mr J. W Dafoe, 

president of The Winnipeg Free 
Press Printing Company and editor 
of the paper. Mr. Dafoe has been 
offered the moat important diplo- 
matic post in the gift of his friend. 
Rt. Hon. William Lyon Mackenzie 
King, and has declined with thanks 
to accept it. How many men in 
Canada, notably how many politi¬ 
cians in Canada, would have 

spumed the idea of becoming Am¬ 
bassador to Washington? We sus¬ 
pect very few ordinary newspaper 
men would have been able to resist 
the temptation of taking such a Job. 
to which is attached a salary higher 
than that of a Prime Minister and 
duties and responsibilities greater 
than those of ordinary public men. 

• • • 

Then the social attractions of the 
United States capital should make 
a strong appeal to the imaginations 
of men and women who like their 
names in the papers after recep¬ 
tions and the Joy of the dance. We 
wonder whether Mrs. Dafoe <if any) 
were consulted about that historical 
renunciation. But there art no 
strings attached to the g fiRgg of 
The Free Press. There are some 
features in the character of Mr. 
Dafoe which have been* criticized, 
but weakness is not one of them 
An editor who dares to reject and 
oppose the policies of the proprietor 
of his paper is a man who knows his 
own mind. At a time of political 
crisis in Canada The Free Press 
thundered in support of free trade 
and maintained that a treaty of 
reciprocal trade between Canada 
and the United States would have 
been in the best interests of thk 
country. The people of C a n a da 
were not convinced at that time 
that The Free Press was right. The 
last reciprocity treaty laid before 
the country was rejected by the 
popular vote. The present Prime 
Minister has wavered and wabbled, 
and for a time lost the confidence 
of the determined editor, but Mr. 
Dafoe nailed hia economic colors 
to the masthead of hia paper, and 
they are fluttering to the breeae 
today. 

• * * 

The whirligig of lime has been 
twirling, and political history is re¬ 
peating Itself. Ottawa and Wash¬ 
ington are again discussing the 
question of reciprocity of trade. Mr 
Dafoe has been the strongest and 
mightiest champion of such a policy. 
He is q profound philosopher as 
well as an able party politician. He 
has consktently maintained that 
trade with the United States is of 
more importance to Canada than 
trade kith any other country. He 
has always professed to believe that 
In relative Importance United 
8tates trade comes first and Brit¬ 
ish trade second in the Job of 
restoring Canadian prosperity. His 
personal relations with the people 
of the United States are cordial, and 
the discourses he has delivered be¬ 
fore' American institutions of learn¬ 
ing have been pontifical. 

• • a 

We assume that is why the Prime 
Minister offered him the position 
of Canadian ambassador at Wash¬ 
ington. and we expect that If he had 
accepted the appointment he would 
have been cordially welcomed at 
the capital by the President. For a 
master mind and a delicate hand 
will be necessary to draw up a 
treaty of trade and commerce which 
will be acceptable to the people and 
politicians of the United States and 
to the people of Canada. The 
Premier and the President may pro¬ 
pose. but the politicians and the 
people dispose The lion in the 
path is the fact that so many of the 
interests in the two countries are 
common and so many of the prod¬ 
ucts of the two countries are similar. 
A nation which has adopted the 
principle of protection k not likely 
to accept without adequate con¬ 
sideration the possibility of keen 
competition In natural and manu¬ 
factured products The President 
has beep -given powers to negotiate 
trade treaties with all nations, but

SERVED IN GREAT WAR 

Chsrles Klngsford-Smith was 
bom ln Brisbane. Australia, in 1667 
His first aerial experience came ln 
the Oreat War. After service in 
Egypt, OalUpoll and on the Western 
Pront, he joined the Royal Air 
Force end brought down 
enemy planes. 

His perilous flight across the 
Pacific in 1*26 brought him world¬ 
wide fame. Hopping off from Oak¬ 
land. Cal., May 30. he flew success¬ 
fully with members of the crew of 
the Southern Cross vis Hawaii and 
Suva. Fiji Islands, to Brisbane 
Australia. Charles Ulm was with 
him on that flight. Ulm was lost 
last year on a similar flight. 

The flyers made Hawaii with 
little gasoline to spare, and when 
they landed at 8uva. the planes 
tanks held only thirty-eight gallons. 
The 7J00-mlie flight was completed 
on June >• Later, they flew on to 
Sydney.

REVERTED LANDS 

Along the lines of proposed reme¬ 
dial measures, that which aroused 
most interest was the suggestion 
that thousands of acres of splendid 
arable reverted lands within easy 
distance of such populous market 
centres as Vancouver and Victoria 
should be made available by the 
Government for settlement. In 
aponse to a question. Mr. McKelvie 
stated the reason these lands were 
not St present availably as because 
on reversion they passed over to 
the finance department, and the 
finance department, not being in 
the business of buying and selling, 
possessed no machinery to dispose 
of them. This and other spieces of 
“red tape'* came under criticism 
also. 

Britlah Columbia's land policy, It 
was shown, was written In 1850, In 
London, by 8ir Andrew Clark at the 
request of 8lr James Douglas, to 
meet the emergency situation aris¬ 
ing at the time of the gold rush. 

That land policy, in all essentials, 
was the same as the one which per 
alsted to this day. Under it. the 
arable land was all divided off fhto 
blocks of one square mile, each of 
these blocks again divided into por¬ 
tions of four: the Province had to disappointment, desperation and

T HE rounding of angular jumLs 
where two structural members 
abut, M a mechanical practice as 
old aa machinery, but only In the re¬ 
cent era of high speed have aviation 
engineers given it serious scientific 
attention. 

The principal use of the fillet in 
airplane design Is to round out the 
joint between the fuselage and the 
bottom wing of a biplane or the 
single wing .of a low wing mono¬ 
plane. Fillets at this point appeared 
more than five years ago. Then 
they consisted of strips of metal, 
bent to a rounded shape and screwed 
in place at the wing roots Their 
shapes varied according to the artis¬ 


tic sense of the designer, and in many 
instances, of the cross roads mech¬ 
anic who sought to dress up his 
second hand crate and perhaps eke 
a few more miles offf her. Usually 
he succeeded only in slowing her up 
When the new series of high speed 
transport planes came into being, 
wing fillets of an entirely different 
nature appeared on them.

DUPLICATION OF VALUES 

A constant menace to even the 
best contract bridge bidding la "du¬ 
plication of values.” I hava wres¬ 
tled with the bogey, duplication of 
values, from the beginning of my 
bridge researches. While I freely 
confess that It la a formidable op¬ 
ponent and one which to this day 
still floors me e v er y so often. I feel 
I also can claim some notable vic¬ 
torias. The 4-5 no trump conven¬ 
tion, in my view, decimated its 
prowess, for now we can distinguish 
in the bidding between a king-queen 
combination, which counts one 
honor trick, and an ace. which also 
counts one honor trick, but which U 
much more important in slam bid¬ 
ding The new void-shewing bid 
further weakened my opponent. But 
to my chagTln, it still is on its feet 
—groggy perhaps and menacing, but 
still menacing. 

Let us consider a typical example 
of the type of duplication of values 
that cannot. In our present state of 
advancement, be either expressed or
